OOLONEL OATES EXPLAINS HIS LETTER 


He Says It Was Written in Confidence, 
; “and He Calls Mr. Sims Hard Names 
for Giving It Away. 


Washington, September 6.—(Special.)— 
The silver leaders of the house have aban- 
doned all hope of the adoption of a Jaw 
by this congress for the free and unlimited 

eoinage of silver. ‘They know such a bill 

cannot be passed. ‘The house hag already 
-yoted free coinage down by 100 majority, 
while on a second vote on the embarrassed 
jssue, the majority against it might not be 
quite so large, still there is no hope. The 
silver men are, therefore, working on apn- 
other line. They are endeavoring to 
peach a compromise of some sort enlarging 
the use of silver. It may be that all 
factions will unite upon a measure providing 
for the purchase and coinage of @ certain 
amount of silver annually, then after 
congress has provided for the coinage of 
the seignorage of silver bullion in the treas- 
ury, an effort will be made to provide for 
the coinage of al] the silver bullion in the 
treasury. As the notes issued for purchas- 
ing it have always been redeemed in gold 
by the secretary of the treasury. it is heid 
that this bullion stands for nothing and 
there ig no good reason why it should not 
be coined and placed among the available 
assets of the treasury. 

The further policy of the southern and 
western congressmen is to ad@pt a law pro- 
viding for the issue of currency by state 
banks, to repeal the 10 per cent tax—but 
to surround the notes with a perfect safe- 
guard. They will then urge the adoption 
of an income tax and will strive for a re- 
duction of all tariff schedules to a revenue 
basis. This is the policy of some of the 
leading silver men. With them on all 
these questions will probably be a majority 
of both houses. The congressmen argue 
that if relief cannot be obtained one way, 
they will try on another line. Free coinage 
eannot be had at present, but possibly the 
programme as outlined above can be car- 
ried out. One thing is certain, the repre- 
sentatives recognize that the demands of 
the country are so strong and so clear that 
some heed must be paid to them. 

A Carolina Fight. 

Senator Butler, of South Carolina, called 
to see Secretary Carlisle this morning in 
regard to the collectorship of South Car- 
; Mr. Carlisle says that Mr. Cleve-

Calls Mr. Sims a Liar. 

I have to say as to this language, that Mr. 
Sims is a willful Mar. I voted against the 
free coinage of silver at the ratios of 16 to iE 
17 to 1, 18 to 1, 19 to 1: I voted for the free 
coinage of silver at 20 to 1. I voted for the 
restoration of the Bland-Allison act, and then 
for the repeal, and the record shows it, and 
When Mr. Sims published to~the contrary he 
simply published a He, which shows what 
sort of a man he is, I am sorry to say. 

With regard to President Cleveland’s posi- 
tion, his message speaks for itself. I do not 
think he is in faver of the free coinage of 
silver, but 1 do belteve that tie is in favor of 
continuing in use all the silver we now have 
coined and the bullion now in the treasury to 
be coined, as a legal tender money (which will 
amount to at least $700,000,000) and on a par 
with gofl. In his message he did not say 
that he was in favor of continued silver coin- 
age, and the message speaks for itself. I do 
not agree with him in that, but we must 
admit that there has beéi wome change of 
circumstances since I conversed with bim last 
Winter. My statemeut of his position then 
was more a matter of inference than any 
positive statement of his. 

Put Him on the Platform. 

My proclamation placed him securely on the 
national demorfatic platform as I understood 
it. I deny that he is for a single gold etan- 
dard. He favors the use of both metals but 
not the present free coinage of silver. When 
Mr. Sims wishes to obtain a letter Hereafter 
for publication, he ougtit to be gentleman 
enough to say so, ard give the writer an op- 
portunity to be very careful in its preparatton 
and then state facts and not falsehoods in 
connection with it.

Believing my lctter erroneous in @ome respects, 
a gentleman would, before publishing it, have 
called on me for an explanation. I hope that 
your paper, as it saw proper to publish an 
editorial upon the Netter, will also be just 
enough to take notice of the foregoing state- 
ment.

THE DAY IN THE SENATE. 


Messrs. Morgan and Stewart Address the 
Body Until the Hour of Executive Session 


Washingtoa, September 6.—Among the bills 
introduced in the senate and referred was one 
by Mr. Cullom to repeal all acts provid- 
ing for the creation ar maingenance of the 
sinking fund. The committee on privileges 
and elections reported in favor of.atiewing to 
the claimants for seats from Montina, Wash- 
ington, and Wyoming—under’ appointment 
from the governors—$2,500 each. Keferred 
to the committee on contingent expenses. 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Voorhees for the dally meeting of the sen- 
ate at 11 o'clock a. m., was laid before the 
senate by the vice president. # 

Mr. Voorhees suid that he desired to make 
a@ brief statement. 

“After a full and careful consultation with 
the friends of the repeal bill on this side of 
the chamber,”’ said ue, “in whose judgment 
i have been accustomed to confide and whose 
wishes 1 cannot disregard, 1 will ask that this 
resolution go over fur the present, belicving 
that if we occupy the time of the senate care- 
fully and conscientiously, we would make as 
Imuch speed perhaps, as vy its adopivn, until 
at least a later day.”’ 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Morgan, for the appointment of a jvint select 
committee on finance was next laid before 
the senate by the presiding ofticer. 

Mr. Vuvrhees suggested tuat the regolution 
could not be adopted without its reference 
to the finance committee, and he moved to 
proceed with the consideration of the bill to 
repeal the Sherman act. 

Mr. Morgan notified the senator from In- 
diana, that he could wait for his bill until 2 
o'clock, 

Mr. Voorhees—While that is true, the sen- 
ator from Alabama with exceeding delicacy

I wish to say. 

Mr. Stewart—Oh, I will pardon him. 

Mr. Morgan—I will be entirely delicate and 
respectful to every senator when he is in 
order, and I am in order now, and no sen- 
ator has a right to the floor to supercede the 
resolution which the vice president has laid 
before the body. am not guilty of any 
indelicacy in asserting my rights under the 
rules of the senate. The senator from In- 
diana has given notice of a motion to refer 
this resolution to the finance committee. If 
this proposed joint select committee were 
not expressly intended to supersede the func- 
tions of the finance committee in both houses 
that would be a very proper motion, but I 
do not expect that the senator will refer 
to the finance committee a measure which 

as for its purpose to supplement the power 
of that committee. The actions of that com- 
mittee up to this time have not been in con- 
formity with, and do not entirely or proper- 
ly cover, the condition or necessities of the 
country. 

Mr. Morgan Speaks. 

Mr. Morgan went on to make a long speech. 
He had offered the resolution, he suid, from 
his own conception of the situation. There 
Was no human being responsible for it but 
himself. An attempt had been made to cure 
a great breadth of financial trouble, and evils 
and difficulties in the United States by the 
administration of a certain nostrum to 
cure a partcular part of a complaint which 
the pepole of the United States recognized 
as being a very serious one and presenting a 
great many different aspects. There was a 
great dieffrence of opinion as to what shall 
take piace after the repeal of the Sherman 
law; and the object of his reslution was to 
put the matter in the hands of a joint se- 
lect committee to deterntine what should be 
done in the event of the senate’s concurring 
with the house in the repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the Sherman act. Would any- 
body undertake to say that there was no 
necessity for further legislation after the 
Sherman act was repealed? Had any one 
hinted that that repexl was to be a cure of 
the financial difficulties of the people of 
the United States? Was it proposed to do 
anything more than to give a mere respite 
until fhe eountry could right itse’f, or until 
the legislation of congress could be matured 
to bring the country right? No one had snug- 
gested as yet the particular remedy that was 
going to relieve the country of all the great 
evils that it was experiencing and had been 
experiencing for the last two months and 
for the last. Therefore, it was necessary not 
only to meet public expectation. but to per- 
form the dnty devolving on senators, to take 
a broad and general view of all the diffi- 
culties suggested in relation to the financial 
and monetary situation of the United States; 
it was necessary thit a joint select com- 
mittee should investigate fully and complete. 
Ir the whole subject. and when it under. 
stand it brite forward one Dill or several 
bills for the Purpose of rectifying the trouble. 

No Pet Measare of His Own. 


Mr. Morgan said. he wanted an investiga- 
tion of the whole subject. He wanted the 
country to be informed. He had no particn- 
lar pet measure of his own. and was infiu- 
enced by no partisan considerations.

Religious Enthusiasm Inspired Him 
When the World Was Cold. 


PRACTICAL © MATTERS  DISQUSSED 


Strikes andaTrade Combinations Consider- 
ed by Colonel Douglass—Archbishop 
Ireland on Patriotism. * 


Chicago, September 6.—Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, of New York, was the distinguished 
guest at the Caholic congress 
today and upon his arrival 
during the morning session, he was 
tendered a spontaneous ovation. He made 
his way from the entrance through the 
crowded hall to the platform and with .the 
manner Of a finished orator, thanked his 
hearers for the hearty reception they had 
given him. 

The archbishop, with the remark that the 
time of the congress might be better utilized 
in the hearing of valuable papers than jn 
listening to a speech from him, took occa- 
sion to gay a few. words on the sublime 
faith which upheld Columbus through all 
the trials that preceded his discovery of 
America. Columbus was a religious enthu- 
siast of the best sort. It was thig religious 
enthusiasm, he said, which enabled him to 
holds his own when all the world looked 
coldly on his great project, and 
it was this. in the end = which 
had enabled him to triumph over 
every obstacle. He thought a well . de- 
served tribute should also be paid to 
“Queen Isabella,” of Spain, whose religious 
scale, in a large measure, insured tle suc- 
cess of the discoverer’s enterprise. Al- 
though a woman, she parted with things 
a womafi generally most dearly prizes—her 
jewels—to further the scheme of the great 
explorer. The archbishop’s brief address 
was liberally applauded. 

Strikes Discussed. 

Some time was consumed in receiving 
the reports of the committees, after which 
the reading of papers on the schoo] ques- 
tion was continued. Colonel Joug- 
lass, of Greensboro, N. C., spoke of trade 
combinations, strikes and arbitration. It 
was the opinion of Colonel Douglass that 
strikes must be finally regarded as the sol- 
emn protest of the individual against 
wrongs for which he feels that the law pre- 
sents no adequate relief. He did not con- 
sider thad corporations should be de- 
nounced, but fictitious capital was a fraud 
upon the investing public and said that It 
furnished the strongest inducement and 
wost plausible excuse for oppression and 
extortion. Kates were raised so as to ab- 
sorb the profit of legitimate industries, 
while wages were cut down to the point of 
starvation. He had no sympathy with the 
red-handed rioter and he should be prompt- 
ly suppressed. 

He dwelt at some length on the evasion 
of taxes by the people, especially by cor- 
porations, and bodies who make false re- 
turns to the assessment bureaus. 

Frank J. Sheridan, of, Dubuque, Iowa, 
spoke upon the same subject as Colonel 
Douglass. 

A Woman on Woman. 

“Woman in the Middle Ages,” was the 
title of a paper read by Anna T. Saddler, 
of New York, during the afternoon. 

‘Life insurance and pension frauds for 
wage workers,” on which Professor John 
P. Lath, of Chicago, and E. M. Sharon, of 
Davenport, Iowa, spoke, was followed by 
“Immigration and Colonization’ which 
called out for speakers the Rev. M. Cal- 
laghan, of New. York; Dr. August Kaiser, 
of Detriot; the Rev. J. L. Andreas, of 
Blato, and M. J. Elder, of New Orleans... 

At the evening session of the congress 
Columbus hall was crowded to its utmost. 
The feature of the evening was an oration 
by Archbishop Ireland, of St. Paul, on 
“Patriotism and Liberty.” He contended 
that Catholics should be more patriotie than 
their fellow-citizens so that they might 
show the whole caintry that the lessons 
of the faith were so impressed upon their 
hearts. that the liberties of the United 
States were safer in their hands than in 
those of any other. They should take the 
gospel in one hand, and the constitution of 
the United States in the other, and show 
by their lives that they were upholders of 
both. , 

Go Forward. 

“he American nation was today in its 
instinets and inspiration, Catholic. Catho- 
lic social work was what. was needdd and 
Leo’s encyclical letter was a command fo 
stop contemplating the past and go forward 
and forward. Catholic laymen had been 
too quiet in the past, they could not travel 
the road to heaven in security unless they 
extended both hands to humanity.”

New York, September 6.—John R. Rocke- 
feller’s attorney, Mr. Murray, today put 
the finishing touches to the last preliminary 
agreement which makes an accomplished 
fact of the Lake Superior Consolidated 
iron mines, a combination controlling nine- 
tenths of all the fron ore produced in the 
United States, with a cash capital of $30,- 
000,000 and a reserve of $100;000,000 more 
in aggregate property.

Mr. Merritt came to this city more than 
three months ago to bring about the ggree- 
ment by which the syndicate was sprung 
into existence.

measure that would make the peopie secure 
henceforth against such outrages and wrongs. 
He cared not whether the measure was to be 
4 republican, a democratic or a populist meas- 
ure. It made no difference, provided only 
that it wou.d give relief to the peopie—in ac- 
cordance with the constitution—which they 
had a right to expect at the hands of con- 
gress, He was not going to be iliiberal. He 
Was not going to inquire whether somebody 
outside of the aenate chamber wanied it 
done, or did not want it done.

A Proposition te Abolish Eulogies on De- 
ceased Members Was Kejected. 


Washington, September 6.—There was 
but a small attendance of mem- 
bers present when the house was 
called to order today. Immediately 
after the formal opening proceedings consider- 
ation was begun of the new code of rules, 
the pending question being on the amendment 
of Mr. Kyle, of Mississippi, striking’ from the 
code, as reported from committee, the clause 
making one hundred members o quorum in 
committee of the wuole. 

Mr. Catchings, member of the committee on 
rules, said that since the recess last Satur- 
day, many thembers on the democratic side 
had asked the committee on rules to accept 
the amendment and the committee had thougat 
it proper to accede to that request. The 
committee had no desire to force anything 
upon the house. There was some sarcastic 
criticism On the action of the rules commit- 
tee, from the republican side, but when the 
vote was reached, Mr. Kyle’s amendment 
was agreed to—118 to 61. 

Mr. Venloe offered an amendment providing 
that eulogies on deceased members of the 
house and senate shall be delivered on Sun- 
days and no other days. 

Qn a division the amendment was agreed 
to—104 to 41, but on the yeas and nays, it 
was rejected—yeas 97, nays 119. 

Mr. Venloe, then offered an amendment to 
prevent the delivery of eulogies at any time. 

The amendment was lost—yeas 72, nays 118. 

On motion of Mr. Heard, of Missouri, and 
without objection, an amendment was agreed 
to devoting the second and fourth Monday 
of each month to the consideration of busi- 
ness reported by the committer of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, The amendment merely 
strengthens the language in the rule as re- 
ported. 

Mr. Dearmond offered an amendment @i- 
recting the sergeant-at-arms to deduct from 
the salary of each member for the days of 
his absence except on account of sickness or 
by leave of the heuse, Lost-—-10 to 172. 

Consideration of the code having been com- 
pleted, Mr. Burrows offered as a substitute for 
it the rules of the fifty-firat congress. The 
substitute was lost—yeas 65, pays 148. 

The code of rules was then adopted without 
division, and Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, who 
was standing beside the petition box, drop- 
ped in the first petition under the rules. It 
was an unimportant one. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson, democrat, of 
West Virginia, the committee on ways and 
means was granted leave to sit during the 
sessions of the house, 

The house then at 8:50 adjourned until 
Saturday. 

After the adoption of the rules, Speaker 
Crisp announced that it would be in order for 
members to send bills and resolutions to the 
speaker's desk for printing and reference, 
and petitions te the box for reference only. 
Immediately every page on the floor was 
converted into a messenger and loaded with 
bills. Many members did not wait for the 
services of a page, but themselves hore the 
precious loads to the desk and delivered 
them. The clerks were almost over- 
whelmed by the mass, there being 
several hundred bills presented. The mere 
work of numbering them and sorting for 
reference will oecupy the file clerk and his 
assistant for a dav or two. Most of the

A BANK PRESIDENT AND AN EDITOR

His Grand Conclaye of Secret Society

For the past ten days a young mulatto 
calling himself “Professor” J. D. Allen 
has. been actively engaged in promoting 
one of the most curiously complicated and 
grotesquely pretentious swindles ever e*- 
sayed upon the colored people of Atlanta. 

The nucleus of his scheme was what he 
termed a “grand anniversary celebration” 
of colored secret societies at Brisbine park 
on Monday last. On the morning of that 
day he flooded the city with large red hand- 
bills announcing the affair in glowing pe- 
riods that would have set a circus agent 
wild with envy. 
sion embraced the annual session of the 
supreme lodge of the Kuights of Honor, 
the supreme council of United Red Men 
and the Grand United Royal Order of 
Good Fellows. These orders were to com- 
bine in a grand parade, supplemented by 
the “leading military companies ‘and base-

This alluring document concluded with 
the following astonishing statemeut: “Pro- 
fessor J. DV. Allen is tne president of the 
Allen Savings Bank and Mutual KEndow- 
ment Company, authorized capital $100,u0v0, 
Aiso editor of ‘Lhe United World, a weekly 
hewspaper that will make its [rst issue 
September 2, 1805." 

Professor Allen’s handbill appears to have 
been accepted at its face value by the col- 
ored people of Atlanta. His appearaiice 
among them had been meteor-like. He 
had taken fine rooms above Brandon & 
Barclay’s undertaking establishment, and 
talked vaguely, Dut seductively of . vast 
wealth back of his enterprises, The dig- 
nitaries of all the colored societies, the 
name of which is legion, were invited to 
articipate in the celebration and Allen 
ired twenty carriages to convey them to 
the grounds. 

These twenty carriages constituted the 
grand parde and at the appointed hour a 
large crowd assembled at Brisbine park. 
The gate receipts amounted to over $200, 
which Professor Allen placed in his inside 
pocket and proceeded to edify the throng 
with his silver tongue. He apologized for 
the absence of Mr, Douglass and his fel- 
low statesmen, who, he said, were unayoid- 
ably detained, and also stated that the first 
copy of The United World had been de- 
layed for a few days, 

After Allen’s speech the crowd waited 
patiently for the races the sham battle, the 
fireworks, and, above all, the distribution 
of the $1,500. None of these events ma- 
terialized and when the ¢people finally dis- 
persed an impression’ had commenced to 
dawn upon them that Professor Allen was 
a silver-tongued fake. 

That night the professor dropped in at 
The Conatitution office and left a Urief_no- 
tice of the affair, written by himself. *‘Pro- 
fessor Allen’s jnaugural address,” it ran, 
‘was delivered at Mystic hall and was very 
grand indeed.” dt also stated that the 
orator was driven to the spot in qa carriage 
drawn by “four lovely grays,” and that 
the Hon. Fred Douglass, who was unfor- 
tunately absent, had merely postponed his 
visit until next month. 

o far all had gone well, but on the fol- 
lowing day Allen was besieged with duns, 
chiefly from the score of hackmen who had 
carried out the secret order magnates. 
These he quieted, later in the day, with 
checks drawn upon the Lowry Banking 
Company. and signed with the name of 
Olin Claridy, the’ well known bookbinder of 
Broad street. 5 

It was after banking hours when these 
checks were given, but yesterday when they 
began to come in for payment it was dis- 
covered that they were spurious. The for- 
ery was a clever one, so clever that the 
fret check was paid. The matter was 
then placed in the hands of the police and 
some very interesting developments came 
to the surface. Allen had disappeared, 
but his rvoms over the undertakers were 
found to be handsomely furnished. The 


checks which he had given were all made} 


out on Mr. Claridy’s private forme, and 
lnqulry revealed the fact that the check- 
book had been stolen fram the bindery a 
few nights before. An old paid check wag 
also taken and from this Allen obtained 
the signature which he imitated so per- 
fectly. At the same time a quantity of 
clothing was taken. 

In addition to the twenty checks given 


.to hackmen, Allen floated about as many 


more elsewhere. All were for small sums, 
except one which he gave on Tuesday for 
a quarter's rent. At the same time he 
took a five-year lease on the premises. 
Among other checks was one cashed at 
Stewart & Bowden's and one at Howell 
& Hubbard’s. 

With this wholesale forgery and burglary 
developed a search was made for Allen. 
He was finally encountered last evening 
on Broad street by Officera Hudson and 
Randall, ‘who ran him down after a_short 
chase and brought him to the station house. 

e was locked up pending examination. 

A Constitution renorter visited the pres- 
ident of the Allen Savines bank in his cell 
and found him chipper and serene. 

“Yes, I gave aome checks,” he said, “but 
I understood that the committee had made 
a Sepomt to my eredit.”

Colonel Jerome Ngpolean Bonaparte was 
the eldest grandsoy of Jerome Bonaparte, 
king of Westphalia,” “and @ grandnephew 
of Napoleon naparte. Although born 
in America, and for most of bis life a resi-

dent of Baltimore, he enjoyed at one time 
the distinction of being the hope of the 
Bonapartist party in France and upon the 
downfal| of Napoieon IL, was pushed for- 
ward for the regency. His followers at 
that time hoped he would succeed to the 
throne of France, 

The story of Colonel Bonaparte is a ro- 
mance, ang it began two generations before 
his birth. 

His grandfather was Jerome Bonaparte, 
% younger brother of the great Napol.on, 
The first consul of France conceived the 
idea of making this younger brother one cf 
the rulers of the earth, and with that end 
in veiw, early in life, he gave him an im- 
portant command in the navy. The young 
man rapidly advanced, and-is 1803, as Cap- 
sg naparte, brought hig ship to Amer- 
ca. 

And™ow begina the story of those events 
which made the life of the man just de- 
ceased a romance. 

Captain Bonaparte, at a ball given by 
Samuel Chase, in Baltimore, met HMlizabeth 
Patterson, daughter of William Patterson, 
a ship owner and the second wealthiest 
man in the state of Maryland, It was a 
case of Jove at first sight on both sides, 

Upvosed the Matoh. 

William Patterson oppesed the match, 
perce:ving that it woulda be displeasing to 
the ruler of France. But -the lovers per- 
sisted, and eventually they were married 
in great state in Haitimore by Archbisop 
Carroll, Captain Bonaparte had not con- 
suited his brother, 

But such a mateb could only result in 
trouble. When Napoleon heard of it he was 
very angry and positively refused to recog- 
nize his brother's American wife. He sent 
word to America that he would pever per- 
mit her to set foot on French soil. He 
doubtless thought his dictum would settle 
the matter forever. 

The great Napoleon, however, was mis- 
taken. He did not know of what stern 
stuff ‘his American sister-in-law was made. 
Mme. Napoleon latghed at the royal de 
cree and declared she would go to Irance 
with her husband, Jerome agreed, and the 
two set sail for France, 

But the ruler of France was not to be 
thwarted, As the ship approached the 
shores of I’ranec it was met by two men- 
of-war, Captain Bonaparte was taken off 
but his American wife wag driven away 
and forced to take refuge in England, 

Once in France, Captain naparte 
quickly yielded to his brother. Napoleon 

romised him to eare for his wife, grant- 
ng her an income of 60,000 francs a year. 
He coupled this with the condition that she 
should not retain the name of Bonaparte— 
a condition, however, which the plucky 
wife refused to accede to. Napoleon en- 
deavored fo have the marriage declared 
void by the pope, but Pius VII. refused to

The subsequent career of her husband 
may be summed up ina few words. In 1807 
he was made king of Westphalia and was 
married to the Princess Catherine of Wur- 
temberg.

Bonaparte, proudly 
disdaining the offers of the royal fam:ly 
remained in England until after the birth 
of her son, and then returned to America. 
This son was the late Jerome Napoieon 
Bonaparte and ‘the: father of -Culonel Je- 
rome Napoleon Bonaparte, who has just 
died. He had a second son, Charles Jo- 
seph Bonaparte, who has attained some

He was 
assigned to the Seventh Dragoons and was 
at once sent on foreign duty, It was his 
grandmother's purpose that he should win 
the hearts of Frenchmen by deeds of arms. 

Promotions and Decorations. 


As a. result of his brilliant milita 
Bonaparte was transferred to the V5 oes 
seurs d'Afrique as a lieutenant, and was 
soon made captain. In the Algerian cam- 
paign in 1867 he served in several actions 
against the Kables and in the Italian cam- 
paign against Austria he won distinction 
for bravery in the battles of Montebello 
aml Solferino. For this he received 
I'rench and Ftaliay decorations. In 1865 
he was promoted to the rank of chef 
d’escadron and two years later was trans- 
ferred to the empress’ Dragoon Guards. 

Upon the downfall eof Napoleon ITT. 
Mme. Bonaparte played ber trump ecards. 
There was a large party behind her who 
hoped to see her brilliant grandson made 
regent and finally sueceed to the throne.

After an Exceptionally Dull Summer 
Trafic Shows Improvement. 


THE PROSPECTS: ARE BRIGHTENING 


The Emigration Business and W orld’s 
Fair Travel Will Swell Paasenger 
Traffic—Other Railroad News. 


It has been an awful summer on the rail- 
roads and pot until now has the prospect 


brightened. 

Never before in the history of the south 
have the roads suffered as they have dur 
ing the dull months of the past spring and 
summer. The freight busmess has been 
trifling in comparison to that of former 
years and but few of the southern lines 
have been able to see their way clear to 


meet expenses. 

But, aeadion railroad men of Atlanta 
declare the worst is over at last, and it is 
a general opinion among them that better 
times are not far distant. The outlook is 
gettug brighter every day and the trattic 
in both freight and passenger departments 
is steadily increasing. 

Perhaps it is in the passenger depart- 
ment that this increase is most noticeable. 
The lines are all doing a good passenger 
business Wiowadays, and the passenger 
agents are begmning to summon up enough 
energy to even smile again, something they 
have not been physically able to do within 
the entire summer, : 

The emigration season 18 opening and, 
of course, there are many of the laboring 
class ready and willing to go west ‘The 
cry of hard times drives men into a dispo- 
sition to move around, and there is every 
reason to believe that more than the usual 
number of emigrants from the Carolinas 
and Georgia and Alabama will cross the 
Mississippi this fall apd winter. All of the 
roads centering in Atlanta have a fair 
proportion of this emigrant travel, and 
there is always enough hard work in it 
for the traveling and special passenger 
agents to keep the fun at fever heat. 

World’s Fair Travel. 


Another thing just at this time tends to 
increase the passenger traffic of the roacas 
leading through Atianta to the west and 
that is the perceptible increase iv travel to 
the world’s fair. ae 

It is clear now that the southern people 
have put off to the last few weeks of the 
fair their trips, and it is clearly promised 
that so far as the people of this region of 
the south are concerned, the world’s fair 
traffic is just beginning fairly. 

All of the trains that left Atlanta for 
the fair yesterday had more people aboard 
than the trains that left the day previous, 
and so it has been all this week. The 
world’s fair travel is picking up every day- 

Gding Baek to tcheol. 


Countless numbers of school children are 
moving back and forth every day through 
Atlanta returning to their schoola for the 
next term, and this is adding much to 
the passenger traftic of the roads. Yester- 
day there were ut all hours of the day half 
a hundged school girls and college students 
in the waiting rooms at the unjon passen- 
ger depot, all wait.ng to catch their trains 
that take them off to sehool, 

All of these causes have swelled the 
business of the roads in the passenger 
departments, and have done much to bright- 
en the outlook and show up better for the 
men who have to make reports of business. 

With the present indications of an enor- 
mous world’s fair travel, an increased em- 
igration business and quite as many school 
folks to handle as usual, the railroad men 
all say that Atianta’s roads will soon be 
themselves again wth all the business they 
can Well manipulate. 

Cotton Shipments Short. 

One thing is certain, the freight men will 
not have as much cotton to handle this 
tall ous winteF as they have had in years 
past. 

This, at least, to judge from the reports 
that have lateiy beep sent out by those in 
position to know showing how much the 
cotton crop this year is off in conyparison 
with that of former years. 

The acreage of the erop this year seems 
to be away off, and the crop itself not more 
promising than the farmers would have 
it. More than this, it is giyen out on 
good authority that the financial disturban- 
ces of the summer have not stopped many 
of the factories of the south and it seems 
clear that they wil do ua good business 
this fall and winter thus keeping much of 
the cotton nearer home then it has been 
kept heretofore, and this will eut off mueb 
of the long haul freight business that the 
cotton crop has furnished the railroads in 
years past. The southern factories never 
showed up better in comparison with those 
of the north than they have in the recent 
disturbances, The financial troubles did 
not hurt the southern factories as much 
as the northern ones. 

Mr. Swann Is Hopeful. 


_“T am hopeful that it is all over—the hard 

times on the southern railroads—and 1 am 
frank to say that I believe sincerely every- 
thing is going to wheel into line for the 
general good of the southern country in 
due time.” It was Mr. James Swann, of 
New York, who said this. 

“The railroads in this part of the coun- 
try have suffered this summer, just as the 
railroads in every region of the south and 
West and east—so far 7s that is concerned— 
have suffered. Many? of them have been 
thrown into the hands of a receiver, and 
none of them have done any business to 
brag on, I reckon, but the outleok is ald 
right now, and I am of the opinion that the 
railroads of the south will get in good 
shape again before the winter months have 
gone. I think we will see all of the roads 
prosperous this season,”

ing the City of Savannah, 


AND PUTTING HER IN COMMISSION 


Contributions Are Being Freely Made for 
the Relief of the Sufferers by the 
Storm and F'lood— Loss on Crops. 


Savannah, Ga., September 6.—(Special.) 
Savannah has entirely recovered from the 
effects of the storm and this week has 
about got down to business where she was 
two weeks ago. 

Subscriptions for the sufferers on the sea 
jslands are being taken all over the city. 
Several handsome donations have been sent 
over to Beaufort and the islands around 
that point and Port Royat. The jobbers 
and wholesale grocers of the city are sub- 
scribing liberally and large amounts of sup- 
plies are coming in every day or two by 
the ocean steamers from New York. 
About $500 worth of clothing and provis- 
jons went over on the steamer Camusi yes- 
terday and a larger amount went over to- 
day, the latter being the contributions that 
were gathered in New York by Mr. J. J. 
Pale, a prominent merchant of the sea is- 
land section, who did a large business on 
St. Helena island. 

Resolutions of sympathy and offers of aid 
have been pouring in from every point, and 
besides the $1,500 worth of goods that have 
already been forwarded to the scene of the 
disaster large contributions are still com- 
ing in, and it is safe to say that it will 
not be long before the sufferers on the sea 
islands are well provided for. 

Naval stores in « Mix. 

Owing to the fact that the marks were 
defaced from about half the barrels of tur- 
pentine aud rosin on the wharves as a re- 
sult of the storm, quite a difficulty arose 
between the railroads and the naval stores 
men with regard to obtaining rosin, the 
naval stores men being in a hurry to get 
it for shipment and the railroads refusing 
to let it go for fear that some of the firms 
who had goods there might fail to get the 
full amount they claimed and then come 
back on the railroads for damages. : 
After discussing the various features of 
the situation and the plans suggested as 
the most feasible for disposing of the con- 
giomerated stock of rosin and turpentine 
a suggestion of Mr. John R. Young met 
with the approval of the majority of the 
trade. Although it has not yet been 
adopted it will probably be agreed upon be- 
fore the week is over, as it is very impor- 
taut that factors and buyers should get 


‘at the stock tor shipment.

A board of survey went down to inspect 
the Norwegian steamer Banan, Captain 
Hanson, J. F. Minis & Co., agents, which 
was disabled during the storm and was 
brought inside the harbor the next day. 
The Banan was bound from New York to 
Cardanas, Cuba, and her machinery was 
so disabled that she could make but little 
headway. 

After giving the steamer a thorough in- 
spection they decided that she should go 
to New York for repairs instead of contin- 
uing her journey. She will start for New 
York today, steaming slowly ga account of

This makes 
the net results of operations, less payments 
to the company, $26,224.50. ‘Lhe semi- 
aunual rental for June, 1893, was not paid. 

This report was made to the company on 
August 12th, and service was acknuowledg- 
ed on the 15th. Receiver Comer sequested 
the road to make known tae wishes of the 
stockholders within thirty days with re 
gard to the retention or surrender by the 
receiver of the leasehold interest.

A Ten Per Cent. Loss. 


The turpentine operators, wavose farms 
were in the path of the storm, are heavy 
sufferers, as is shown by the reports they 
are sending in to factors here. 

Reports from the section Just west of 
Savannah, traversed by the Sam and Cen- 
tral railroads, show that ‘ne operators 
will lose about 10 per cent cf the boxes 
by the blowing down of their trees. This 
means a loss of 10 per cent of the crop 
that would have been made ‘mom now on 
if the storm had not occurred.

Dalton, Ga., September 6.—(Special.)—In the 
legislative election today for a successor to 
Collector Trammell, Riley Giddefis, populist, 
defeated George W. Head, democrat, by any- 
where from one hundred to two hundred 
votes.

C. 0. Davis, of Greene County, Left 
His Widow Only $900 a Year. 


SHE WILL CONTEST IT IN COURT 


He Was Wortha Million or More—His 
Relict Charges That He Was Un- 
duly Influenced by His Son. 


Greensboro, Ga., September 6.—(Spec- 
ial..\—What will perhaps prove to be one 
of the most important legal contests ever 
made in Georgia was inaugurated in the 
court of ordinary here last Monday. 

This contest comes in the nature of a 
caveat to the will of the late Charles A. 
Davis, Sr., the caveatress being his wife, 
Mrs. C. A. Davis. 

The contest will excite more than local 
interest on account of the prominence of 
the contesting parties. 

A short review of the facts connected 
with the case will be of readable interest 
to the public. 

Mr. Charles A. Davis, Sr., was one of 
the most prominent business men jin the 
state. He began mercantile life after the 
war with a moderate capital, conducting 
business upon the strictest cash principles. 
He was a man of remarkable business 
qualifications, of almost unerring judgment 
and his fortune steadily grew. The trade 
he conducted extended and he soon bad 
customers in all parts of middle Georgia 
and his store was looked upon as one of 
the most extensive retail businesses in the 
south. He made wise outside investments 
of his earnings and a few years ago when 
he retired he was considered one of the 
richest men in Georgia. After retiring 
from active business he was engaged in the 
management of his investments. Among 
these investments were bonds and stocks; 
real estate in Atlanta and other Georgia 
cities, and in Missouri, Texas and several 
western states. 

Mr. Davis twice married, his first wife 
leaving seven children. In 1888 he married 
a second time, his wife being a lady from 
Illinois. She survived him, though there 
were no children as a fruit of this marriage. 

Wrote His Own Will. 


Monday last the will of Mr. Davis was 
presented for probate before Ordinary 
Thornton. It is dated March, 1890, and 
was executed a short time after that. The 
will is in Mr. Davis’s own writing and was 
evidently drawn up carefully and without 
advice of legal counsel. It is very lengthy, 
covering thirteen pages of legal cap paper 
and containing twenty-six items. It makes 
direction for the disposition of the estate, 
particularizing and setting forth the books 
and papers wherein the executors may find 
full information in regard to the various 
investments which Mr. Davis had made. 

The will provides that there shall be no 
appraisement of the personalty, a true val- 
uation being left to the integrity of his 
executors, his sons, C. A. Davis, Jr., Oscar 
E. Davis and Edwin Davis. The estate is 
to be divided equally among the children, 
after a certain legacy to his wife is provi- 
ded for, but is to be held by them condi- 
tionally. Should any of the children die 
without leaving issue. the share due such 
heir is to be divided among the survivors, 
and should any of the grandchildren, after 
inheriting, die without living issue, their 
estate is to be divided among the other 
children or grandchildren. 

The Daughter's Share. 


The distributive shares of the estate 
which may be allotted to Mr. Davis’s three 
daughters—Mrs. Mary Jackson, Mrs. Vic- 
toria Seals and Mrs. Cora Cleckley—are 
to be held in trust for them and their chil- 
dren by the executors, the executors paying 
them only so much of the interest as they 
may think necessary) for their reasonable 
comfort and support, the surplus interest to 
be added to the corpus of their estates, to 
be divided, as above stated, among the last 
survivor of the grandchildren dying with 
issue. 

The will, as stated, goes into detail, but 
this is the substance of the disposition of 
this vast estate. 

The Widow’s Portion. 


To his present wife, he leaves in trust 
$20,000, to be invested in safe six per 
cent bonds and held by the executors.The 
executors are to pay to Mrs. Davis 41-2 
per cent of this interest, keeping the other 
1 per cent for taxes and to pay for their 
trouble in managing it. This annuity of 
$900 is the only sum left his wife, and 
this is to cease should she again marry or 
when she dies. Should Mrs. Davis marry 
or die the annuity settled upon her is to be 
applied through the Southern Baptist As- 
sociation to missionary work in 
- Mexico. Should that association 
encroach at any time upon 
the corpus of this fund, then it réverts 
back to the legatees of Mr. Davis as pre- 
viously set forth. 

The $900 annuity, contingent upon her 
widowhood, is all the recognition Mrs. 
Davis receives from the vast estate of her 
late husband. In the conclusion of his 
will, however, Mr. Davis speaks of her in 
the most loving and affectionate manner. 
He says that she has been a true and lov- 
ing wife and has been as tender and con- 
siderate of the children as if she were 
their own mother. He’ speaks of the 
brightness which she brought to the house- 
hold and how she had added to the happi- 
ness of them all, and concludes by com- 
mending her to the loving consideration of 
the children. 

Undue Influence Alleged. 


The caveat to the will filed by Mrs. 
Davis sets forth that the testator had been 
unduly influenced in the making of the will 
by his eldest san, C Davis, Jr., that 
he had great control of his father and from 
close relations in business had taken occa- 
sion to prejudice the mind of her husband 
against properly providing for her out of 
his large estate—estimated as beng worth 
from $750,000 to $1.500,000; that C. A. 
Davis. Jr., under the will receives the 
lion’s share of the estate, showing his influ- 
enee over the testator; that said Davis 
had influenced her husband against her by 
endeavoring to impress upon his mind that 
she was an adventuress who married him 
for his money only; that upon the con- 
trary she had been a true, loyal, loving 
and tender wife, ministering to him and his 
children with the greatest kindness and 
love, and she petitions that the wil] be set 
aside. 

The caveat makes the fight, and while 
the will was admitted to probate in 
common form on Monday it was in order 
that the estate might not be without a rep- 
resentative and go to waste. By consent 
the caveat is appealed to the February term 
of the superior conrt and it promises to be 
a great legal battle. 

Te seven children of Mr. Davis, named 
in the will are: Mr. C. . Davis. Jr., 
Mrs. William Jackson. Mr. Fidwin Davis, 
of Greenshoro: Mrs. A. S. Seals. of At- 
lanta: Mrs. Ira Stevens. of Gainesville, 
and Mrs. Charles Cleckley, of Augusta. 

A Handsome Eatate. 

The estate is varioushty estimated up to 
a million and a half: the lowest estimates 
putting it at three-quarters of a million. 
With this vast estate in litigation it will 
be many years, perhaps, before it is finally 
settled. 

The best legal talent in the state has 
been retained as connsel in this contest. 
Hon. Henry T. Lewis represents the will 
and execntors: and Hon. John C. Hart and 
Samuel H. Sibley, the caveatress, Mrs.

AN’ ECHO OF A FAMOUS CASE 


Lord Beresford Invites the Sheriff of Bibb 
Gounty to Buy, His Book—Colonel 
Ellington Is Cheerful. 


Macon, Ga., September 6.—(Special.)— 
Messre. Hill, Hafris and Birch, as attor- 
neys for Norman W. Dodge, of New York, 
filed in the United States court at Macon 
today an attachment for contempt against 
John. Dowdy,: of, Dodge county, which may 
become an interesting case before it is over. 
Dowdy is ordered to show cause at the No- 
vember term of court why he should not 
be held in contempt. On Monday Mr. 
Martin, who js connected with the law of- 
fice of Hill, Harris & Birch, went to Mount 
Airy to get Judge Speer to sign the order 
in the contempti<ase. This aftachment 
brings to recollection the celebrated case 
agaiust’ Luther A, Hall, of Dodge county, 
who was convicted in the United States 
court at Macon for conspiracy, ete., in the 
assassination of J. C. Forsythe, and was 
sentenced for life in the penitéitiary at Co- 
lumbus, O., where he is now serving. with 
several other (persons convicted at the 
same time with him for the same offense, 
and senténced for shorter terms. The 
present attachment case against - Dowdy 
grows out of the contempt tase which was 
brought against Luther A. Hall, and they 
were parties to the original case brought 
by Dodge vs. Sleeper, Hall and Bugg et al. 
in which all were enjoined by Judge Speer 
from interfering in any way with lands 
belonging to Norman W. Dodge. 

The present defendant, John Dowdy, is 
a son-in-law of Jessie Vaughn. Dowdy 
claims the ownership of certain land in 
Dodge county . deed from Vaughn. 
Some time ago Vaughn was ordered to 
show cause why he should not be held in 
contempt for interfering with Dodge’s 
lands, and Vaughn gave up all titles to the 
land and the case against him was dis- 
missed. Now his 6on-in-law claims to own 
certain of Dodge’s land under deed from 
his father-in-law.

. Simply Immense. 

The bill introduced by Senator Chand- 
ler for the construction of an interior 
coast line of waterways from Massa- 
chusetts bay te the gulf of Mexico, has 
the outline of the biggest scheme of pub- 
lic improvements ever submitted to con- 
gress, 

The New York Sun thus summarizes 
the details of the proposed enterprise: 

It would begin by cutting through Cape 
Cod at Sandwich, so gaining a sheltered ac- 
cess to Bugzard’s bay for vessels plying 
along the coast. Long Island sound would 
afford a sufficiently protected approach to 
New York harbor. Proceeding thence through 
Raritan bay and the Raritan river, a ship 
canal would be eut to the Delaware river, 
probably deepening the canal which already 
eXists for shallow boats, as this latter is 
short and conld be utilized. From Delaware 
river the. route would continue to Delaware 
bay, whence another canal would be cut across 
to Chesapeake bay, also perhaps utilizing 
existing conduits. Striking down Chesapeake 
bav, the route would cross southeastern Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina from Norfolk harbor 
to the Atlantic, south of Cape Hatteras, by 
following either the Dismal swamp canal or 
the Albemarle and Chesapeake canal, or pos- 
sibly by digging a new one. The series of 
sounds along North Carolina could be util- 
ized, and next artificial connections would 
secure a further sheltered route in interior 
waters from Morehead City to Cape Fear 
river. Then arun thiough the open sea 
might be taken, but another series of sounds 
and bays on the southern coast of South 
Carolina and Georgia would take the route 
to Florida, where a long canal wouldd@be re- 
quired acwess the peninsula. Thence the 
existing series of bayous and lagoons could 
extend the interior route, if desired,- along 
the coasts of Louisiana and Texas almost 
or quite to the Rio Grande. 

To carry out this project would re- 
quire the expenditure of hundreds of 
million$’ of dollars, but such an interior 
line of waterways would be of inestima- 
ble value if it ever becomes necessary to 
defend our sea coast againstea foreign 
navy. Its commercial advantages would 
be very great, but it is certain that the 
bill will be defeated on account of the 
immense cost involved in it. For the 
present it would be better to construct 
the canal through Florida, and let the 


other improvements wait until the coun- 


try is ready to pay for them. 


How to Push Our Industries, 
It is to be regretted that the provis- 
ions of Atlanta’s charter make it impos- 
sible for the city council to grant the 
petition of the manufacturers’ commit- 
tee asking for an appropriation to be 
uséd in advertising our home industries 
and canvassing for them in the territory 
around us. 
But this fact need not block a move- 
ment which promises to yield such bene- 
ficial results. “The manufacturers have 
contributed liberally to the fund which 
they are trying to raise, and we feel con- 
fident that they can secure the co-op- 
eration of our business men and get the 
money through private subscriptions. 
The effort should be made. Every mer- 
chant and manufacturer will feel dis- 
posed to aid a movement that will in- 
crease our population, give employment 
to labor, and keep the money paid out 
on weekly payrolls in circulation all the 
year round. 
If our people will join hands with the 
manufacturers and raise the money they 
need to extend their trade every dollar 
spent in this way will speedily come 
back to us many times multiplied. 


Curiosities of English Legislation. 
Admiiting that the lords will defeat 
the Irish home rule bill by a vote of 400 
to 40, the chances are that in a year or 
two they will reverse their action. 
When the commons declare in favor 
of any great measure, the lords always 
come to its support sooner or later. They 
growl and grumble for a time, but they 
finally yield. 

The deceased wife’s sister bill is the 
only one repeatedly passed by the com- 
mons and persistently rejected by the 
upper house. For at least fifty years 
this bill has been a big issue in England. 
The commons always vote for it and the 
lords always defeat it. Its discussion 
has resulted in such a popular craze that 
the average Englishman will never be 
happy until the law allows him to marry 
his deceased wife’s sister. Many Brit- 
ons seek homes in foreign countries 
where such marriages are lawful. If 
they remain in England there is no way 
to dodge the law unless they adopt the 
humorous advice of Punch, and marry 
the deceased wife’s sister first. 

It is altogether probable that the lords 
will vote for home rule in the near fu- 
ture. They will have to be satisfied 
with their triumph in preventing several 
millions of their countrymen from mar- 
rying their sisters-in-law. This is the 
only instance in modern times in which 
they have been successful in defeating 
the will of the people. 


A Victim of His Imagination. 

Near Baston, Conn., William Acker. 
man is dying with all the symptoms of 
hydrophobia, and yet it is a well settled 
fact that he is simply the victim of his 
own imaginaton. - 

A week ago Ackerman terrified his 
mother by foaming at the mouth, and 
snarling and snapping at everything 
within reach. He ran around the yard 
barking and biting at the trees and 
shrubbery. It took five strong men to 
capture him and strap him to a sofa. 
The man raved about a monster dog, 
and the sight of water threw him into 
spasms. Drugs failed to quiet him and 
he prayed for death, chewed his bed 
clothing, and growled and barked until 
the neighbors for ten miles around were 
so panic stricken that they were driven 
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clearly a case of hydrophobia. But the 
doctors positively deny it, and members 
of Ackerman’s family say that he was 
never bitten by a dog, He never saw 
a mad dog and was never within ten 
miles of one. He is dominated by a 
hallucination. In other words, he is 
insane, and his insanity takes this shape. 

Undoubtedly, imagination has a great 
deal to do with the hydrophobia scare. 
Many reputable physicians in this coun- 
try and in Europe say that there is no 
such thing as a mad dog, and that hy- 
drophobia is a delusion—the result of 
nervousness. But it is all the same to 
Ackerman. His imaginary mad dog has 
laid him on his death bed.

‘Il 
myself,’ he said, ‘am in favor of a general 
congress of the American republics to meet 
in Washington or some other capital and 
settling the question among ourselves. We 
can agree that each dollar shall contain so 
much silver, say 20 to 1 of gold, and each 
government can require that the dollar be 
received as such in its own country. This, 
with a nominal exchange, enough to pay for 
transportation will be seufficient, wili build 
us up a healthy trade between the United 
States and the Central and South American 
republics. Europe will refuse to receive our 
silver at such a price. But Europe needs us 
more than we need them. We have plenty 
of raw material and can learn to manufac- 
ture it, as we are now learning to do. 
Europe has not the raw material, and through 
loss of trade will soon be glad to resume trade 
with us at our own price. What we lack 
here, you have in the United States; what 
you lack there, we have here or our sister 
repubiics have.”’

Yr. James Swann, of the cotton firm of

Mr. Swann is a frequent visitor in At- 
jgnta. Indeed, he divides his time beiween 
Atlanta and New York, and is here al- 
gost, if not quite, as much as in New York.

A Demand for More Money. 


“In the first place,” continued Mr. 
Swann, “it must be admitted that there is 
an imperative demand for more money with 
which to do the legitimate business of the 
country. i take no stock in the argument 
that there Is LOW enough money in the coun- 
try to do the business required of it, and 
jam equally sure that the per capita cir- 
culation of this country is entirely inade- 
quate. While I have not the exact figures 
i mind, the per capita circulauon of the 
United States is, 1 believe, about $24. In 
England it is approximately $2U and jn 
France approximately 3$0U. 

“Now, ob account of the peculiar situa- 
tion here it is imperative that we should 
have a wuch larger per capita circulation 
than either Knglund, France or Germany. 
lndeed, we should have double the per 
capita of any of those countries. Let me 
illustrate how this is so. London is, of 
course, the great financial center of the 
British isles. On account of the size of 
the country anc the facilities for transpor- 
tation the shipments of money from Lon- 
don can be made to reach almost any part 
of the united kingdom ip a night. If Ed- 
inburg was it a pineh, and needed heip 
at the close of business one day, relief 
could be sent from London in the shape of 
currency and would arrive in Edinburg by 
the beginning of the next day’s business. 
So it is with any part of the United King- 
dom, and as London is to that, so Paris 
is to France, and Berlin to Germany. 

“Let us compare this with the situation 
in this country, where states are aslarge 
is enpires. Suppose, for instance, Gal- 
veston gets in a pinch, or seme city in the 
far west, or even in Georgia. It becomes 
necessary tu appeal to New York for help—

“What is your opinion of the proposition 
to repeal tue JU per cent tax ou state 
banks ?”” 

“1 am heartily in favor of it,’? promptly 
responded Mr. Swann, “and I speak as 
an official of a national bank. I do not 
kuow of anything that would go further to- 
Ward giving relief from the present situa- 
tol than the repal of this"unnecessary tax, 
giving every state the right to bank on the 
credit of its own bonds or on the bonds of 
its Muuicrpalities, or other gilt-edge secu- 
Tities. I think, however, that in the es- 
tablishment of such a system of state banks 
it would probably be the wisest course to 
adopt a system of national regulation so 
that a persen would know that every dol- 
lur jssued by authority of one state would 

backed by identically the same strength 
that stands behind the dollar of any other 
state. In other words, I would like to 
know that a dollar issued by Missouri is 
based on the same security and subject to 
the same inspection and supervision as a 
dollar issued by the state of Georgia, or 
the state of New York. I think this would

“Partially, yes, but by no means whollye 
so. 1 think, however, that that measure, 
is sufliciently vicious to be gotten rid of at 
once ald for this reason 1 hope that the 
Senate will dispose of it with as little delay 
as possible. No good comes from contin- 
ued debate on the question, and until this 
is out of the way, it is impossible to get to 
work to the establishment of a permanent 
basis of finances. Hence, to my mind, the 
Sherman law should be repealed at once, 
and its repeal should be accompanied by no 
condition. It must not be understood, how- 
ever, that our present financial] troubles are 
to be attributed solely to the Sherman law. 
This is by no means true. The great un- 
derlying cause of the present financial dis- 
tress is the reckless manner in which the 
republican party ran inte dependent pension 
business, pledging the government to the 
payment of millions of dollars every year, 
for which it had made no provision. Such 
a tremendous exhaust precipitated upon 
the country without waralng, 
and Without any rovision to 
meet it iw the chief cawse for the trouble, 
and the Sherman law simply emphasizes it. 
Jt acted like a medicine being put on the 
skin of a man’s face to bring vut a sub- 
cuticle disease, and the minute the Sher- 
man law touched the sore spot, the patient 
broke out all over with the dependent pen- 
sion disease.” 

An Income Tax. 

“What is the remedy?” 

“An income tax! I do not mean by this 
a general levy of lan,.increased tax simply 
for general revenue purposes, but let the 
tax be levied for the specific purpose of 

aying the dependent pensions. Let us 
find out what this pension bill amounts 
to, and levy an income tax to meet it. 
I will cheerfully pay my part of it, and I 
am sure the south will not hesitate to do 
so. In my opinion, such an income tax 
would go a long way toward solving the 
problem under discussion and bring the pen- 
sion administration to a Solid basis where 
only those who are entitled to shall re- 
ceive support form the government. This 
would head off the bummers, and it wouid 
do it in short order.” : 

“Do you think the business men of New 
York and the New England states wiil agree 
with you in your views concerning the re- 
peal of the 10 per cent tax on state parks?

THE STRAIN 18 OVER. 


The Bankers Say the Fivancial Sky Is 
Brightening. 


The encouraging reports sent out from 
New York of reviving confidence in the 
finaucial world and indicating a plentiful 
tiow of cash for the fall business, funds 
ready coutirmation here in the lessened 
strain upon Atianta’s banks. 

The three days of the present week have 
brought hope and confidence to Atlanta's 
bankers. ‘hose days have brought in- 
creasing deposits and a better outlook 
generally. ‘the doubt that has ex#sted in 
the minds of Atianta’s moneyed men as 
to their ability to secure a suthclent suppiy 
of money to remove the cotton crop has dis- 
appeared and the bankers are now Cer- 
tain that there will be no serious trouble. 

The representatives of the Atlanta banks 
talk more hopefully than they have done 
for many days. ‘They see sigus of reviving 
industry and trade and are looking for- 
ward to a tine fall business. Yesterday's 
Constitution contained telegrams from va- 
rious Cities of the country, announcing that 
numerous banking institutions that have 
been suspended during the duil summer 
mouths have resumed, business and that 
many large industries whose doors have 
been closed in consequence of the general- 
ly prevailing scarcity of money had resum- 
ed operation. 

Atlanta has felt the depression less than 
any of the cities from which this reassur- 
ing news comes, but here financial institu- 
tions have experienced the upward tendency 
and the situation is now brighter than it 
has been at any time for many weeks. 

“We Will Move the Cutton.” 


Just before boarding the train for New 
York, Captain J. W. English, whose 
views On questions 4 finance are alwuys 
sound, said with empDasals: 
You may tell the people that we will 
move the cotton crop. Lhe money will 
be here. For several days 1 have noticed 
encouraging signs, and 1 believe that mouey 
will be comparatively easy in a short while.

Look out for a iet- 
ter through the mail, and let’s kill the Ven- 
ables that killed us. 

No workingman in Atlanta can even afford 
e ~ sepa or listen to Venable, Stoekdell or 

ce, 

‘Lhe card did not create aby great 
amount of comment when it made its ap- 
pearance on the streets because the peo- 
ple had no idea where it came from. 

The gentlemen who are roasted in the 
handbili seem to care little for it. None 
of them know why the paper should have 
been issued and are unable to account for 
its appearance. 

“Why they should jump on me,” said 
Mr. Venable, “I can’t tell. I had nothing 
at all to do with the matter. When the 
proposition was first made, I talked with 
Mr. Stockdell about it and he informed me 
that the city attorney had said that the 
appropriation could not be made legally. I 
then offered to go into my pocket to hel 
the matter out and so told Mr. Stockdell 
with whom I talked the matter over more 
than once afterwards. Every time I spoke 
to Mr. Stockdell about the matter he want- 
ed to help along, too, and said that he was 
ready to do what he could. He offered to 
join me in making the subscription for the 
work. Instead of opposing it, béth Mr. 
Steckdell and myself expressed a desire to 
give money to the movement out of our 
own pockets.

HE IS-A BRAVE GENERAL. 


Miss Ida Dent Wright's Intended Cowed the 
Men Sent to Kill Him. 

The funny complications surrounding the 
Ezeta-Wright wedding that is, or is not, to be. 
make interesting everything concerning the 
two peopie who occupy the centrai positions 
in the controversy. 

Is the Ezeta denial genuine or was it sent 
on by some Ezeta other than the galiant 
general? 

The dispatches from Washington yesterday 
advanced this theory of mistaken identity and 
a good many peopie in Atlanta believe that 
to be the real situation. Miss Wright’s friends 
argue that either the general never wrote 
any denial whatsoever or the so-called denia) 
Was simpiy a statement that he might be 
unable to be in Washington in person. and 
if not that the marriage would have to be by 
proxy. 

At any rate, the marriage constitutes a 
fruitful theme for gossip. 

The last number. of The Panama Star and 
Heraid contains an interesting story, show- 
ing the character of man General Ezeta is. 
It also gives an insight into life in Salvador. 

The story is as foilows: 

“The American Centrai, of Santa Ana, Jul: 
8th, gives an account of a movement in that 
city on July 2d which, if not promptly sup- 
pressed, would have led to very serious con- 
sequences. 

‘Whether obeying any general plan of revo- 
lution, or following out some wild ambitious 
scheme of his own, does not at present ap- 
pear, the second in command of the garrison, 
Lieutenant Co'onel Flores, resolved to pro- 
ceed to action on the morning of July 24. 
He selected that day because it was the grand 
muster day of the militia of the surround- 
ing districts. who at the moment of Fiores’s 
mutiny at the cuartel were actually assem- 
bled under arms and in formation in the 
principal plaza, to the number of 4.000. After 
calling the men to arms he sent detachments 
to arrest General Antonio Ezeta and General 
J. D. Preza, the commanding general of the 
department, both of whom he ordered to be 
summarily shot. 

“The party sent to arrest General Ezeta 
surrounded the genera!l’s house, waiting for 
him t@ salivy into the street, where his cap- 
ture eould be effected. ‘The general hearing 
some shots in the direction of the cuartel. 
looked out of the window and discovered the 
party of soldiers. of whose mission he was 
nnaware. Seizing his arms he went inte 
the street. where the force of discipline com- 
mon te the soidier, seemed to overcome any 
hasty determination consequent on the recent 
orders of Flores. the soldiers came to the 
present arms, and meek'y followed the in- 
trepid commander towards the cuartel, now 
the scene of considerable excitement. 

‘‘The party sent to arrest General] Preza had 
no better fortune, and were completely bluf- 
fed off by the caimness and sang fro!d of 
their intended victim. General Preza. on 
being notified of the order of arrest, quietly 
took the arm of the officer and waiked along 
sociably toward the cuartel—only intent for 
the moment upon restoring order in the bat- 
talion and enforcing respect to law dnd au- 
thority. 

“On approaching the cnartel the soldiers of 
the guard obeved Flores’s order to fire unon 
the general. bnt they evidentiy fired over 
the general’s head. as no harm was done. At 
this moment Colonei Vasauez, chief of nolice. 
arrived to the assistance of General Preza. 
and drawing a revolver sent a bullet thronch 
the heart of the would-be revolnutiontat. The 
guard, seeing their leader fall. presented arms 
to General Preza and in a few minntes the 
affair «was ever. Colonel Rodolfo Cristales, 
who was in charge of the militia in the niagza. 
kept them under contro! although

spy BONDS WERE NOT DISCUSSED 


Colonel B. J. Wilson iStirred Up the Com- 
- missioners About a Road—Tom Pow- 
ell’s Mules-Other Incidents. 


The county commissioners were called 
to order yesterday morning by Chairman 
Pro Tem. Nelms, who rapped vigorously 
on the table with his large jack-knife. 

Neither the question of issuing 
bonds fur a new courthouse, or for addi- 
tions to the present building, or that of the 
tax levy, were discussed by the county com- 
missioners, 

Mr. Bruce, the architect was present, 
and presented plans and specifications for 
an addition to the old building, and the 
entire matter was referred to the commit- 
tee on public buildings. 

The tax rate was referred to the chair- 
man of the finance committee, Mr. Charles 
Collier, and he was directed to report to 
the body when it meets in special session 
tomorrow morning. From the sentiments 
of the members of the board it is hardly 
probable that there will be an increase in 
the tax rate. There has been, however, 
some talk of building the addition to the 
courthouse by direct taxation. 

The roll eall discovered Chairman Pro 
Tem. Nelms and Commissioners Thomp- 
son and Collier present.- A few minutes 
later, Commissioner Collins came in, at- 
tached to a fragrant Havana, which, same 
one alleged,.he won at roulette. ‘There was 
a laugh at Commissioner Collins’ expense, 
but all knowledge of the joke is confined 
to the members of the county commission. 

The report’of the committee on minutes 
was read. The minutes had been found to 
be all right, and the report was adopted at 
once. 

Still in the Financial Soup. 


The balance sheet was read and the 
amount overdrawn was found to be $8.01. 
After a little juggling the chairman of the 
finance committee restored confidence by 
putting in a resolution carrying the deficit 
over under the head of incidentals. It was 
accepted in high glee, and one trouble was 
disposed. 

Architect Bruce and His Plans. 

Architect Bruce then obtained the floor 
and unrolled a lot of papers which contain- 
ed the plans for the addition to the pres- 
ent courthouse. He also presented a pie- 
ture showing the appearance the court- 
house would be with the additions, The 
in granite and buff brick. Mr. 
Bruce was explaining this when Commis- 
sioner Collins suddenly became interested. 

“Buff brick did you say?’ he inquired of 
the architect. 

“They re painted buff,” replied Mr. 
Bruce, “but they are supposed to come 
from the Collins Brick Company. That is 
in the specifications.” 

“Put it in the contract,” said the busi- 
ness-like commissioner, “I won’t vote for 
is unless Collins’ bricks are used.” 


It Will Have an Elevator, Too. 


Mr. Bruce explained that the addition 
would change the appearance of the court- 
house only in a small degree, but that it 
would look more imposing as it was the 
intention to add a story, making it three 
Stories and a basement, 

The court room occupied by Judge Van 
Kepps will be enlarged, making it 53x56, 
but it will be given to Judge Richard Clark 
as his court room. He will have a private 
otiice and a jury room. The ordinary will 
be amply provided for, as his office will 
take in the office now’ used by Solicitot 
Thomas. The clerk will have lots of room, 
also, and thefe will be another record room 
given him. The extension will be made 
twenty feet on the street side and twenty 
feet on the alley side. The clerk in this 
way will have a private office. 

In the center of the building there is to 
be an elevator. Where Judge Marshall 
Clarke’s court is will be made 54x57, as 
that will be plenty large enough. In this 
way Judge Lumpkin will have a private 
office, a jury room and a library. The 
sheriff will have two rooms for his busi- 
ness. The grand jury room will be directly 
over the ordinary’s rooms, and the solicitor- 
general’s rooms will be on the same side of 
house. The stenographers will have 
rooms also. 

On the third floor wil] be the courtrooms 
of Judge Westmoreland and Judge Van 
Epps. Judge Westmoreland will have a 
rivate reom and a jury room. Judge Van 
Spps will be provided with the same, 
Judge Van Epps’s courtroom will be right 
over the grand jury room. In_ explain- 
ing the plans Mr. Bruce referred to the 
foundation of the courthouse and thought 
that it would stand another story easily, 

The whole matter was referred to the 
committee on public buildings. 

A Warm Discussion Over a Road. 

Colone] B. J. Wilson, of West End, ob- 
tained the floor. He claimed that a certain 
portion of the county, where he owned 
property, should have a road put through, 
as it harbored cut-throats and outlaws. In 
this connection he mentioned the fact that 
for fhe past seven years he had tried to get 
the county to work on the road, and that 
it had been ordered worked out five years 
ago. : 
eWe intend to repair the roads most In 
use,” said Chairman Pro ‘Tem. Nelms, af- 
ter Mr. Wilson had stated his case, he- 
fore we begin to work out other roads," 

“T move that we work the road out, 
said Commissioner Collins. 

Commisfioner Collier Scores One, 

The motion of Mr. Collins was seconded 
by Commissioner Thompson, wand a vote 
was about to be taken when Soamissioner 
Collier began to speak. 

“Before the motion is yet, said 7. 
Collier, “I want to be un erstood in thi: 
matter. If there is anythmeg that deserves 
censure, and reeeives it justly, it 1s the 
working out of roads for the benefit of in- 
dividuals. This year we have made it our 
policy to work on the old roads and get eer 
to the proper repair and condition, 
would like to see this road worked out for 
the benefit of Mr. Wilson and the land 
company, at I think that we should carry 
out our policy. 

Ae thie Jonstare Colonel Wilson appealed 
to the faith of the county commissioners. 

“IT wove that the board go out to see 
the place.” said Commissioner Thompson. 

‘T can’t see the use of that,” said 
Commissioner Collier. “I am going to vote 
against working it out. I move that the 
matter of the Wilson road go over until 
the other roads of the county are worked. 

Then followed a lot more argument dur- 
ing which there were from two to three 
motions before the board at the same 
time, not to mention any number of amend- 
ments. 

Chairman Pro Tem. Nelms’s Repartee. 

A motion was then made by Commis- 
sioner Collins to work the road eut. On a 
vete Chairman Pro Tem.

Commissioner Collins 
made the motion reducing the license. 

A motion was also made by Mr. Col- 
lins that all the druggists in the city be 
notified of the reduction by the clerk, so 
that all those not taking licenses ean be 
presented to the grand jury. Commissioner 
Collier moved that no applications be re- 
ceived unless accompanied by a certified 
check or the maney. All the motions were 
adopted. 

There Is Now Another District. 


The report of the commissoners appoint- 
ed to look into the matter of making a 
new district out of a portion of Blaeckhall 
and Cook's districts was read and m@lopted. 

The line is defined to commence at the 
corporate limits of West End at Alexan- 
ders road and run west to the junction of 
that road with Greensferry road, between 
land lots 148 and 149, through Westview 
cemetery, along the land lot line between 
land lots 172 and 173, 180 and 181, 204 
and 205. Thence north along the land lot 
Lhe between land lots 205 and 212. 206 
and 211, 207 and 210, 208 and 209: to 
the district line between Adamsville and 
Cook’s district and thence along the said 
line to the corporate limits of Atlanta. 
thence south along the corporate limits of 
Atlanta and then westerly to the corporate 
limits of West End to the beginning point. 

The report was approved and on motion 
of Commissioner Collins the new district 
was named Battle Hill district. This is 
the fourteenth district in Fulton county. 

The County Treaturer’s Report. 


The county treasurer’s report showed a 
balance of $75.28 and the report was adopt- 
ed. The amount expended was $10,205. 
On motion it was decided to borrow $410,- 
QOO for the expenses of the current month. 

To Bury the Poor. 


Mr. Baker, of the Hollywood cemetery, 
was at the meeting and said that his com- 
pany was ready to make a contract with 
the county for the burial of its poor.

AND’ MANY MOONSHINERS GAPTURED 


Revenue Agent Chapman Makes Out His 
Report for August-The Record for 
the Month Has Been Exceptional, 


Revenue Agent Chapman has just com- 
pleted his monthly report and the figures 
are interesting. : 

The number of illicit distilleries that were 
seized by the revenue officers during the 
month of August amounts to a total of 
thirty-five. This is an average of a little 
more than one distillery a day. 

The total number of gallons seized was 
something in the neighborhood of 35. 
This was seattered broadly over the dis- 
trict, in the several counties that eompose 
it, and required a great deal of vigilance 
on the part of. the officers engaged in the 
service. The force is one of the best ever 
employed in this department of the gov- 
ernment. ' 

Over 253 fermenting tubs were captured. 

The amount of beer that was seized by 
the officers during the month ran up to as 
many as 16,960 galious, all of which was 
brought to Atianta. . 

In addition to this, 265 gallons of sing- 
lings, sixteen bushels of meal and svUU 
gallons of pummies were captured. 

The number of arresta that were made 
during the month was thirty-one, or ex- 
actly one for each day. The vaiue of the 
property seized cannot be possibly esti- 
mated, but the amount is something in the 
neighborhood of $3,000. 

The seizures for the month have been 
much larger than usual for this season of 
the year. August is ordinarily a quiet 
month, but the present case is a very 
marked exception. The higgest raids are 
made in December and then it is that the 
officers scoop fn on the unsuspecting 
moonshiner and make him surrender bis 
unho ain, The approach of the Christ- 
mas holidays is always a signal for the 
revenue ofticers to be on the watch. 

In addition to the seizures above report- 
ed for Georgia, a number were made in 
Alabama, of which a special report is made 
by the revenue agent. All of the captures 
were made by the officers in his employ- 
ment. 

The agent was busily engaged in making 
out his report yesterday and the above 
figures are given im advance of the official

A lot of money is on the way to Atlan- 
ta and will reach the city about the latter 
part of the week. 

It comes from the treasury of the United 
States, aud its mission is te pay off the 
jurors who served in the federa] court

The Trial of Lewis Redwine Will Not 
Occur Until Then. 


A TALK WITH THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY 


The Smaller Cases Will Be Disposed ot 
First—As Many as 800 Will Be Tried 
During the Coming W inter. 


The trial of Lewis Redwine, on _ the 
charge of embezzlement, will not be heard 
until December. 

The exact date of the trial has not as 
yet been determined but the whole matter 
will be arranged before the end of the 
Week and possibly by tomorrow afternoon. 

District Attorney Joe James returned 
from Douglasville yesterday and was busy 
all the morning and a part of the after- 
noon in looking over his docket. 

“I will have my hands full,” said he, 
With a smile on his face that resembled a 
young rainbow, “‘when the court opens 
next month. Do you know,” continued the 
attorney, leaning back in his chair and 
crossing his legs as he spoke, “that over 
225 cases have alteady been docketed and 
as many more are now ready for the grand 
jury to investigate? But this is only a be- 
ginning. After the grand jury meets, it 
will be in session, off and on, for. two or 
three months and during this time cases 
for trial will be ground out every day. 1 
suppose that as many as 800 cases, and 
possibly a thousand will be disposed of 
during the present term of the court. This 
may sound like a ®luff but 1 can tell You 
they are the words of truth and soberness.” 

“But can you dispose of that many cases 
between now and the Ist of January?’ the 
questson was asked, with a slight tinge of 
jneredulity. 

“Well, IL guess I can,” he replied with 
a look of determination that recalled the 
excitement of the last campaign. *‘l expect 
to dispose, on an average, of twenty-five 
cases a day. A number of the casés will, 
of course, be small and will not occupy 
the time of the court for more than a few 
minutes, but others will be more important 
and will need a great deal of preparation. 

Knew What Was Coming. 

“How about the trial of Lewis Redwine,” 

the question was asked, as the interview 


had now reached that point. 

The attorney smiled. “1 knew that was 
coming,” said he. “Ll have not yet fixed 
the day but | will talk the matter over 
with Judge Newman tomorrow. My opin- 
ion is, however, that the trial. will not 
occur until the early winter and possibly 
not unt’ the middle of December.” 

Dropping the interview at this point, the 
attorney went on to say, in substance, that 
the jail was crowded with prisoners, and 
in order to save the government the ex- 
pense of their incarceration, it Was necessa- 
ry to dispose of the smaller cases first, A 
number of small cases can be tried in the 
same tune required for the trial of one 
larger one and before the larger ones are 
called the little fellows will first have to be 
taken from the docket. 

The greater number of the cases that wiil 
come up -before Judge Newman, on the 
criminal side of the court, in which Colo- 
nel James and his worthy assistant, Col- 
onel Tinny Rucker, will have to cut a 
dash, are mostly against the mountaineers 
and wal be full of the savor of moon- 
shine. 

Colonel Day, who is the Daniel Web- 
ster of the mountains, and who looks after 
the welfare of the little moonshjner, saun- 
tered into the clerk's office vetted and 
asked for a pile of warrants. He will be 
on deck with both feet when the court 
opens next month, and his silver-tongued 
oratory will plume itself for a lively scuffle 
with the little giant from: souglasville.

and the proceedings throughout will be 
full of exceptional interest. 

When Court Will Be Opened. 


The fall term of the federal court will 
begin on the first Monday in next month. 

On the same day the grand jury - will 
meet, and as many as 25U cases, now In 
hand, will be brought before that body 
for investigation. 

The grand jury, after the cases already 
docketed have been exhausted, will con- 
tinue to supply the court with criminal liti- 
gation. Already the eases have commenced 
to pour in and the number received each 
day runs up to as high as twenty cases for 
the grand jury to_ investigate. 

The men chosen and sworn for that 
office, however, are all competent men, and 
the best to be found in the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia. Their time will be close- 
ly occupied and they will have their hands 
full when they buckle down to work.
